“It is 
understood that the governor gen- 
eral of Madagascar has declared 
his intention to resist.” 

The landing torces, protected by 
warships and warplanes, dashed 
ashore at Courrier bay, 10 miles 
across the isthmus from Diego 
Suarez itself, at dawn this. morn- 
ing and by nightfall had broken 
the Vichy French coastal defenses, 
captured a battery whoch had 
swelled the landings and were 
smashing at the back door of the 
base through the hot tropical 
jungle. 

Strength of Forces. 

Advices released by Vichy 
sources tonight said the British oc- 
cupying forces, which the French 
estimated, perhaps excessively, at 
20,000, had reached Andrakaka, 
four miles from the naval base. 
The same report put the French 
and Indian defenders at 7,500, 
nearly twice the London estimate. 

Vichy reports said waves of 
parachutists had been landed at 
the outset of a double attack in 
which warships and squadrons of 
aircraft made a frontal thrust from 
the sea timed with the overland 
assault on the rear by light armor- 
ed units landed in Courrier bay.

The rules apply only to the 46 
listed types of articles and no 
others.

Again on Air Raids 


Regional Civilian Defense Di-¢ 


rector Charles H. Murchison said 
yesterday facts which have been 
brought to his attention empha- 
size that a sense of security from 
air attack is not justified in south- 
eastern cities. 

Means already at Hitler’s dis- 
posal place many of these cities 
within possible range of German 
bombers, and future developments 
which cannot be classed as remote 
possibilities may- increase the 
threat, he declared. 

Murchison said in an interview 
that he was not predicting the 
southeast would be bombed but 
merely pointing out the possibil- 
ities. 

He reported facts were present- 
ed to state civilian defense direc- 
tors at a Fourth Corps Area con- 
ference here last week which 
could now be revealed to the 
public. 

The Office of Civilian Defense 
official said that while the direc- 
tors had reported progress in set- 
ting up their organizations and an 
adequate number of volunteers for 
service, he felt these volunteers 
and the public in general should 
realize the seriousness of their 
work. 


“TIt- is no military secret,” he 
said, ‘that our fleet cannot be con- 
centrated off our southern shores 
when it is so vital to the war in 
the Pacific and in protecting sup- 
ply lines across the North Atlantic. 

“Similarly, antiaircraft guns 
and pursuit planes are more urg- 
ently needed in Australia, Eng- 
land and other regions in the main 
fighting zones than here. 

“If attacked, it has been pointed 
out, we would find ourselves in 
much the same position as the 
people of. London in the days 
when the German air force start- 
ed its drive to knock out the RAF. 

“The RAF was not knocked out 
because it kept the bulk of its 
fighter plane force intact on the 
ground until it was strong enough 
to offer real resistance in the air. 
In the -meantime, however, Lon- 
don and other cities took a ter- 
rific battering but the people 
learned to fight their fires, treat 
their wounded and to take it.” 

As to the possible methods Hit- 
ler might use in sending bombers 
over the southeast, Murchison said 
the facts showed that up to two 
or three months ago the Germans

ditions under which cash loans up 
to $1,500 may be made by banks 
or other lenders, The cash loan 
rules provide: 

1, If the loan is to be repaid in 
a lump sum, it must be paid up in 
90 days. And if the loan is to be 
used to buy a listed article the 
amount of the loan must not be 
more than the purchase price of 
the article minus the down pay- 
ment. This type of loan was not 
restricted previously. 


2. If the loan is to be repaid in 
regular installments, it must be 
paid up in 12 months, except that 
if it is to be used to buy an auto- 
mobile or motorcycle, it may run 
15 months. If the loan is to be 
used to buy a listed article, the 
amount of the loan must not be 
more than the price of the article, 
less the down payment. Also if the 
loan is to be used to pay off debts 
previously made to buy listed ar- 
ticles, the loan must be paid up 
in six months. Under former reg- 
ulations installment loans were 
permitted up to 15 months. 

Board ofifcials said that one of 
the most drastic features of the 
new rules was the requirement 
that monthly payments be at least 
$5. In effect this provision short- 
ens the payment time on a large 
number of the listed articles. 

For instance, the rules seem to 
allow a year to pay for a watch. 
But, if it costs $30 and the down 
payment is $10, and the balance 
must be repaid at the rate of at 
least $5 per month the purchaser 
actually gets only four months. 


Clauses Soften Blow. 


Several relief clauses, however, 
soften the blow of somé of the 
other provisions, especially on 
charge accounts. If a charge ac- 
count is not paid up in the re- 
quired 40 to 70 days (depending 
on the day of month the purchase 
is made) the technical . default 
can be cleared up by making ar- 
rangement with the merchant to 
pay up on the following six 
months on a fixed monthly basis 
of not less than $5. Until such 
an arrangement is made or the 
default paid up, the merchant is 
prohibited from charging any 
more listed articles to such an 
account. 

As in the old rules, there are 
other special exemptions or ex- 
tensions for impoverished per- 
sons, students, farmers and others 
with seasonal incomes, or persons 
seeking cash loans for emergency 
expenses, and in other special 
cases. 

The complete list of articles to 
which the new rules apply fol- 
lows: 

Room unit air 
home air conditioning systems, 
airplanes, attic ventilating fans, 
automobile batteries and accesso- 
ries, passenger automobile tires 
and tubes; bedding, blankets, cur- 
tains, draperies, and household 
linens and towels; bicycles, binoc- 
ulars, field glasses, opera glasses 
and hand telescopes, pleasure 
boats and boat motors; clocks 
(electric or otherwise if designed 
for household or personal use), 

Household cooking ‘stoves and 
ranges; household electric dish- 
washers; all electric appliances if 
designed for household or per- 
sonal use; floor coverings (in- 
cluding fabric and linoleum type 
rugs, carpets, mats and other ma- 
terials, whether or not designed 
to be affixed to the floor); fur- 
naces and heating units (includ- 
ing oil, gas conversion burners 
and stokers, all if used for house- 
hold); household heating stoves 
and space heaters; household 
ironers; jewelry (including pre- 
cious stones and costume jewelry).

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WPB Reduces 
Car and Truck 
Parts Output 


Low pS Rate 
May Continue Until 
September 30. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(#)— 
The War Production Board today 
ordered the manufacture of repair 
parts for automobiles and light 
trucks limited to those essential to 
operation, such as axles, brakes, 
clutches. and engines and the out- 
put of these parts reduced. 

R. L. Vaniman, deputy chief of 
the WPB automotive branch, said 
conversion studies of the industry 
had indicated that parts produc- 
tion facilities probably would not 
be completely utilized in war pro« 
duction and that, therefore, “a low 
rate of production may be main- 
tained until at least Septem- 
ber 30.” 

This would make available a 
supply of repair parts sufficient to 
meet estimated needs for 1942 and 
1943. 

The order provides that: during 
the period from April 1 to Sep- 
tember 30, manufacturers may 
produce 70 per cent of the total 
dollar volume of operating re- 
placement parts sold by them by 
the corresponding quarters of last 
year, 

Effective immediately, hewever, 
they are prohibited from making 
such items as hoods, fenders, run- 
ning boards,- bumpers, hubcaps, 
doors, seat cushions, body panels 
and other parts not essential to 
actual operation of a vehicle. 

The restrictions do not apply to 
production of spare parts for the 
Army and Navy, certain govern- 
ment agencies and foreign governe 
ments, and the lend-lease pro- 
| gram.

The fact thet stands out above all else in 
the British attack on Madagascar is that at 
last the United Nations are taking affirma- 
tive aggressive action.

“Quickie”? Commissions 

There i# much to be said in favor of the 
proposal to abolish granting of Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps commissions to persons direct 
from civilian life, without military experience 
or training. Representative Faddis, of Penn- 
sylvania, has written this ban into an amend- 
ment he will offer to thé pénding bill to increase 
Army and Navy pay scales. 

There have, undoubtedly; been too many 
who have, because of “influence” or the “propér 
connections” been givénh commissions straight 
Out of ‘civilian life. This is an evil condition 
aud no honest American will object to any 
proper method -of ending it. 

Represeptative Vinson, of Georgia, goes even 
further, in proposing that all commissioned 
officers, even those attending West Point or 
Annapolis, serve at léast nine months as enlist- 
ed men, in the ranks, first. This, he says, 


. would be the democratic thing to do and would 


give the future officers invaluable insight into 
the views and ideas of the men in the ranks. 

However it would be unwise, at a time when 
competent officers are so urgently needed, to 
add any further delay to completion of their 
training and assumption of their qualified 
duties. 

There is something to be said, in special 
cases, for a civilian being granted a commis- 
sion, irrespective of his military training, or 
lack of it. In a few instances a civilian is in 
position to give service which no other man, 
in or out of the Army, can furnish. It is neces- 


sary, in such instances, to provide a higher rate. 


of pay than that of a private for these special- 
ists. If they are to properly serve the Army 
they must beé in it, so the only way to give them 
even an approximation of the salaries they 
must have, is to grant commissions carrying 
higher scales of pay. 

Commissions for “influential pets” should be 
abolished. But where the Army secures other- 
wise unobtainable and highly valuable sérvices 
by the granting of a commisaion, éxception to 
the general rule should be made.

WASHINGTON PARADE

RUSSIA TO DECIDE WASHINGTON, May 5.—How the Rus- 
sians stand up against the new all-out 
offensive which Hitler has promised to launch this apring still is 
looked upon as the most crucial development of the war. On the 
outcome may depend whether the conflict is 
to end victoriously for the Allies next year or 
the year after, or whether it will be prolonged 

indefinitely, 

At the time the Gérman invasion was or- 
dered in June a year ago as the world’s out- 
standing piece of treachery, military authori- 
ties of every outside power gave the Russians 
no more than three to six weeks to fall. The 
Germans themsélves were convinced théy 
would be able to go through the Red army 
in much the same fashion that they conquered 
Poland and France. Hitler had an abiding 
faith in his invincibility, thought he would be 
in Moscow long in advance of winter. 

Even our own highest military figures told 
congressional committees behind closed doors 
of executive sessions that Russia would col- 
lapse within six weeks. The British felt the 
same way about it. Only the Russians, with a 

better knowledge of their own prowess than anyone else, had faith 
in themselves. 

The Russians are a close-mouthed lot. They don’t tell other 
people their business. When Colonel Lindbergh made an inspec- 
tion of their air forces shortly before the war he came back with 
the report (which he evidently gave the Germans, the British and 
Americans. alike) that they had second rate equipment. The Rus- 
sians made a dupe out of him by revealing only their obsolete 
stuff. It was a long time before British and American military 
observers were allowed the privilege of studying operations from 
the Russian front lines. 


WE TALK TOO.MUCH One reason for the suspicious atti- 


tude of Moscow is that the Russians 
know we, as a nation, talk too much. They didn’t trust us to keep 
their secrets from German spié@s, although knowing our sympathies 
were undiluted. 

Under the circumstances, in appraising the capacity of the 
Russians to stand up Against the Germans when all-out operations 
are resumed this spring we can probably learn more from the 
Russians themselves than anyone else, Better than others, they 
know their own strength. 

It was on this basis that the Christian Science Monitor recently 
directed its London correspondent, Mallory Browne, to make a 
survey among Soviet officials at the British capital on the pros- 
pects of the Russian army grin" +~ ° wn the Wehrmecht end dig- 
ging the grave for Hitler’s dream of world conquest. What he 
developed in the following report is highlx optimistic and worth 
reading: 

“1, Soviet diplomatic and military representatives display the 
same calm, unshakable confidence as to the outcome this summer 
as they did last. Just as théy were sure then of the Red army's 
ability to stop the German drive, so they are convinced now that 
they not only will be.able to hold thé Nezi offensive but actually 


~ throw it back and continue their advance of the past four months. 


“2. In the late spring, the Russians say, the army which has 
been fighting all winter will be withdrawn and an entirely new 
Soviet army will be thrown into the battle. This, they say, is in 
addition to other divisions which resisted the German attack last 
year and Which have beén resting all winter. 


CLAIM BIGGER FORCE “3. The Russians claim the Red 


army outnumbers the Germans by 
approximately five to four. Against an estimated German strength 
of 250 divisions, they claim to have 350. 

“4. The Russian armies which will meet Hitler’s offensive are 
not only fresh and rested but well equipped. They claim they now 
have, and confidently expect to retain, air superiority over practi- 
cally every part of the front. They admit the Germans have more 
tanks, but they believe their own tanks are better and with the 
aid of the British they will be more than a match for the Nazis 
in mobile warfare. 

“5. Fighting of the past six months has conclusively demon- 
strated the superiority of Russian infantry, artillery and cavalry. 
Gérman losses have exceedéd Soviet losses. They believe the Nazis 
during the past winter were obliged to throw in 40 divisions out 
of the 120 which Hitler had hoped to retain for use in the spring 


offensive. 

PLENTY OF OIL “6. In contrast to German shortage of oil 
the Soviéts have ample suppliés. Even if 

Hitler should break through to the Baku oil fields, Soviet oil re- 

serves in the Urals are sufficient to enable the Red army to carry 

on for some time. 

“7. The Soviets seem satisfied in théir ability to handle the 
situation in Siberia should the Japanese attack. The RusSsians 
do not anticipate such an attack, but they are apparently ready 
for it if it should come.” 

Correspondent Browne says on the basis of the seven points 
thus enumerated Soviet officials in London bélieve. firmly that 
“they will not only be able to hold Hitler when he launches his 
attack; they are actually convinced that the Red army will be able 
to continue advancing.” 

Many of our own officials have long since shed théir earlier 
péssimism about the Russians and are now looking confidently to 
sustained resistance by the Muscovites which ultimately will make 
that the decisive battle-ground of the war.

20TH CENTURY POX MI went out to the country for the 
weekend. It was marvelous. The sun 


shone. The sparrows quarreled. The red birda and the yellow 
birds and thrushes and robina disputed for insects 
Now and then a cow bawled over at the distant barn.

Far away, at a tenant house, someone sang 
an old hymn.

There 
was sun and flowers and trées and bées and 
birds and grass and fields and iced water and 
books and soft pillows and easy chairs. 

It was, as I said, marvelous. 

But, the curse of Adam was on me. 

Late in the afternoon an economist and a philosopher came into 
the garden. He talked, He had discovered, he said, the deadly 
disease of the past two and a half decades. It was, he said, the 
mental pox and there was for it no sulpha drug and no silver bullet 
of salvarsan to cure or check it. 

I wanted to renounce him. But he tempted me. 

I did bite of the apple of conversation. He was too, too right 
about it. 


RATIONALISM This pox, he said, was rationalism, the deadly 
disease of rationalism. 

“It is rationalism,” he said, ‘‘which eats away a nation’s vigor 
and manhood and leaves them prey to the barbarians. You must 
believe,” he said, speaking like a prophet out of The Book. “You 
must not rationalize.” 

‘Listen to those sparrows quarrel,” I said. 

“No,” he said, “the curse of France was not fer politicians, per se, 
but her rationalism. The curse of the Chamberlain govérnmént was 
its selfish, corrupted greed and lack of character which grow out 
of rationalism.” 

“Note the bullfinches golden there among the golden cottone 
wood blossoms,” I said. 

“The appeasers in this country are the rationalists,” he said, 
“They aré the énemies of civilization everywhere. 

“Because, look you, when a man becomes civilized and acquires 
property, he runs the very real danger of becoming a rationalist, 
He looks at himself and he says to himself: 

“It is good to be alive. Food tastes good. Beds are soft. Clothe 
ing is attractive. Love is exciting. Therefore, I will protect that 
life. It is only the fool who risks it.’ He smiles at insults. If the 
barbarians threaten, he wishes to bribe them or to betray them, or 
to compromise with them. But never to fight them. He does not 
wish to risk his life fighting. He rationalizes it and says that only 
a fool gets hurt... .” ' 

He had me. He is a powerful arguer, this philosopher and 


economist. 

“THE MIXTURE AS BEFORE” “The same thing applies to 
the man who rationalizés 

property,” he said. “That is what happened to France and to Eng- 

land and to the small nations.” | 

Individuals and nations become rationalists. 

They are not willing to die for anything. Or to fight for anything. 

It required courage for Poland to fight. 

When the Serbs rose up and rejected the agreement with Ger- 
many which their rational leaders had made, they were under no 
illusions. They knew they were going to lose everything and be 
defeated and that thousands would die. 

Yet they believed in something strong enough to be willing to 
die for it. They knew that from the beginning. Yet they went 
toward it with a sort of elation. 

The Quislings and the appéasers are quite hopeless and entirely 
decadent and dangerous because they are rationalists. They will 
give up everything if they can but retain even a small share of 
their personal comfort and sécurity. 

You may see it in politics. The people will let a crooked poli- 
ticlan or a gang of racketeérs prey on them for years and years, 
simply because they are comfortable and it will bé unpleasant to 
fight evil. They say that it is no use, that they will get no better 
ones if they throw the rascals out. So, they pay tribute. They 
rationalize it. The shrugged shoulder, the cynical expression, the 
phrasés, “Oh, well, that is expected in politics,” betray our shame, 

“It is a great national and, for that matter, a world-wide dis- 
ease,” he said. “Hitler, whén he spoke of the decadent democ- 
racies, méant just that. In all the written history you can read 
where rationalism so druggéd the people that they were duck soup 
for the barbarians who came ovér their comfortable walls and took 
it all away, leaving the rationalists naked and cold and hungry, 
pr stg rg why the policeman on the corner doésn’t do something 
about it, 

“You've got to believe in something with all your heart and all 
your soul,” he said, “and be willing to die for it. That,” he said, 
“is the strength of Germany. And,”. he added, “ot Russia. For 
which we may be thankful.” 

“What is the cure?” I asked feebly, from the depths of my 
comfortable chair. ‘‘What must we do to be saved?”

As the Russian position in this war has grown 
in importance, we havé heard more and more talk 
about Communism. - There have béen criticisms 
of our help to Stalin and suggestions that we 
allow Russia and Germany to “kill each other 
off.”

The vanguard of the Japanese 
columns crossed the shallow Wan- 
ting river into China’s Yunnan 
province at the end of a 500-mile 
advance up Burma.

Soybean Test 
Field Planted 


In Rome Area 


Blairsville Station Assist- 
ing in Experiments 
Being Conducted.

ROME, Ga., May 5.—A soybean 
test field has been located on the 


farm of Frank C. Weathers, near 
the Coosa community, where re- 
sults may be seen and examined 
by Floyd county farmers, it was 
announced today by County Agent 
G. F. Wiley. 

The north Georgia experiment 
station at Blairsville is assisting 
in conducting the test in this 
county. 

“Farmers have for many years 
recognized the soybean as an im- 
portant feed crop, but there is 
still a difference in opinion among 
farmers in this area as to the 
most desirable varieties,’ Mr. Wi- 
ley said. “In some cases results 
have been so satisfactory with a 
given variety that other varieties 
have not been tried for compari- 
son.” 

Fertilizer and inoculation tests 
have also shown that an applica- 
tion of limestone.at the rate of a 
ton per acre almost doubled hay 
production and more than doubled 
seed production of soybeans, Mr. 
Wiley pointed out. On land where 
beans had not been grown for a 
number of -years, inoculation tests 
conducted by the Blairsville sta- 
tion increased hay production by 
65 r cent and increased seed 
production by 100 per cent.

Three other states also nomi- 
nated candidates for congress but 
Bulow’s bid for a third term com- 
manded chief interest. Berry, a 
former cowboy, campaigned as a 
100 per cent Roosevelt supporter. 
Bulow remained in Washington 
and sent home recorded speeches 
for broadcast; he pledged support 
to the war program but reserved 
the right to “oppose any domestic 
policies he thought unsound. 

Republican Contest. 

In the Republican senatorial 
contest there, Governor Harlan J. 
Bushfield, candidate for the vice 
presidential nomination in 1940, 
took a 3 to 2 lead over Olive A. 
Ringsrud, secretary of state. Rep- 
resentative Karl Mundt held a 
commanding lead for renomina- 
tion. 

The state’s Republican guberna- 
torial fight was a nip-and-tuck 
affair among three of the four 
candidates. In Alabama, the only 
other state to nominate for gover- 
nor, Chauncey Sparks, who ran 
second for the office four years 
ago, led four other candidates. 

Senator John Bankhead was re- 
nominated without opposition in 
Alabama. Of the state’s nine in- 
cumbent representatives, six had 
no opposition and two were lead- 
ing their opponents on early re- 
turns, but Representative Patrick 
trailed John Newsome, Birming- 
ham businessman. 

Indiana Results. 

In Indiana, where the 12 incum- 
bent representatives sought renom- 
ination in .a delegation cut to 11 
by reapportionment, six:of the in- 
cumbents led their opponents on 
initial returns. They were Repre- 
sentatives Schulte, Boehne and 
Ludlow, Democrats, and Grant, 
Harness and Johnson, Republi- 
cans. The other six were unop- 
posed. The turnout of voters was 
light. 

Florida, with five representa- 
tives at present, gained a sixth 
through reapportionment. There 
Representative Green, now repre- 
senting the second district, led 
three other aspirants for the nomi- 
nation as representative-at-large. 
Representative Peterson was unop- 
posed in the first district and the 
other three incumbents seeking 
renomination in thier own districts 
led their opponents.

Throng Enjoys 
Mrs. Rawlings’ 
Delightful Talk 


Author of ‘The Yearling’ 
Pleases Symposium 
Audience.

Famous personages like Mar- 
garet Mitchell and Thomas P. 
Woolff rubbed elbows compan- 
ionably with such “Cross Creek” 
personages as her black cook, Mar- 
tha; old Fred, the alligator ex- 
pert, and her cussin’ friend, Leon- 
ard, in Marjorie Kinnan Rawl- 
ings’ third of Rich’s world affairs 
symposium yesterday afternoon. 

In an hour-long talk on “Facts 
and Fiction,” which her audience 
found alternately convulsing and 
moving, Mrs. Rawlings dealt skill- 
fully with the joys and vicissi- 
tudes found by the writers of fic- 
tion in their effort to put down 
“truth beyond fiction.” She told 
of her struggles with her own 
books, the ceaseless necessity of 
choosing between facts and fic- 
tion and her ultimate decision, 
ending with the admission that 
“Jodie,” the boy in the prize-win- 
ning novel, “The Yearling” was 
“made of the memories of old 
men.” 

Reveals Her Secret. 

Answering what she said was 
the inevitable question to writers 
as to “how they got that way,” 
the plump, brown-haired, brown- 
eyed author said she became a 
writer “through a foul misunder- 
standing.” 

A composition written at the 
age of six years first convinced 
her she was a writer, Mrs. Rawl- 
ings related. It was called “The 
Bluebirds” and it brought a “queer 
look” to the eyes of her teacher, 
who suggested that she take it 
home to her parents. Her parents 
also read it with that queer look 
in their eyes, Mrs, Rawlings said, 
and later asked “Goldie” (her 
“good girl” name as a child) to 
read it aloud for guests. 

“It ended with the marriage of 
the bluebirds,” she reported, “and 
then the last line said, ‘The next 
day, to their astonishment, they 
had four little baby bluebirds!’ 

“I didn’t learn until much 

“I didn’t learn until much later 
that it was not my literary ability 
that had shaken the audience, but 
mirth,” confessed Mrs. Rawlings, 
“and that it all came about be- 
cause adults have dirty minds. By 
that time it was too late, I was 
already a writer.” 

Working on New Book. 

Mrs. Rawlings said she was 
working on her latest book, a fac- 
tual account of her home country 
in Florida, “Cross Creek,” at the 
time war was declared. 

“With civilization fighting 
against the resurgence of  abso- 
lutely primitive barbarism, I felt 
that I was fiddling while Rome 
burned,” she said, “but I was al- 
ready so deep into the book I 
couldn’t stop. When you are writ- 
ing something you eventually 
reach a point where your story is 
like the human embryo. You can- 
not halt its birth—so you go on 
and get it born, even: if it turns 
out to be a Mongolian idiot!” 

Mrs. Rawlings was introduced 
by Wright Bryan.

izens of the United States, Brit- 
ain, Australia and New Zealand. 


Bulgaria declared war on the 
United States December 13 but 
the United States has not declared 
war on her. The VU. S. State De- 
partment warned Bulgaria on 
April 13, however, that war would 
be declared if she aided the Axis 
campaign against Russia.

Young Says, Hit Now

buoyant balm in the news yes- 
terday that the British have oc- 
cupied Madagascar. 

“Madagascar will be the most 
important air base in a war over 
India,” said Young, “To the Japs, 
it would have meant everything 
in the India battle. I have no 
fear of Britain being able to hold 
Madagascar. The army in con- 
trol of an area is always. the 
strongest. 

“Singapore? That was not the 
fault of the British or Australian 
soldier. That was caused by— 

“1. Most of the British airplanes 
were in Libya. 

“2. Bad management by the 
higher-ups, 

“3. Total lack of a scorched 
earth policy, which, of course, 
was just a phase of that bad man- 
agement.” 

Young argued against any ef- 
fort to drive Japan back, island 
by island, from the islands and 
the peninsulas she has captured 
since December 7. 

“Japan proper, is the spot. for 
the blow. The only way to kill 
an octopus is to hit it over the 
head—there’s ho need trying to 
beat an octopus tentacle by ten- 
tacle,” 

Japanese weaknesses were list- 
ed by Young as: 

1. Malnutrition, due to short- 
ages in eggs, potatoes, milk, cof- 
fee, sugar and meat. Shortages, 
even in fish, long the food item 
that shared the chief spot in the 
national food diet along with rice. 

2. The disease naturally the re- 
sult of malnutrition—beri-beri, 
typhoir, dysentery. 

3. Lack of oils and fats. 

4. Lack of Diesel oil. 

5. A growing inability to main- 
tain the long life lines needed to 
haul food and supplies to the sol- 
diers—that being due to lack of 
transportation facilities. 


6. Engineering handicaps, due to 
the lack of necessary raw mate- 
rials, 

Still Stronger. 

“Japan is still stronger than we 
are, though,” said Young. “She's 
strong in those Far East arenas 
chiefly because her life lines cre 
shorter than ours. 

“Japan threw almost everything 
she had into that initial onslaught, 
but she still “has plenty by com- 
parison. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised to hear 
any moment that Japan has at- 
tacked the Pacific coast—either 
San Francisco or Los Angeles, 
most probably Los Angeles. Such 
an attack would not be for any 
strategic advantage, it would be 
merely an expression of the fiend- 
ish character of the Japanese 
mind.” 

Japan is afraid of Russia, said 
Young. 

“There's little danger of Japan 
attacking Russia from Russia’s 


eastern front unless the Japs are 
looking for a suicidal means of 
ending the war. An attack on 
Russia would be national hari- 
kari, 

Russia Feared. 


“The Japs were defeated by 
the Russians in 1938 and 1939. 

“They fear Russia because— 

“1, They don’t know  Russia’s 
strength. 

“2. They fear the proximity of 
the Russian air fields.” 

Japanese are not successful 
colonizers, said Young. They’re 
overbearing and arrogant toward 
the peoples under their control. 
Their successes as colonizers in 
the Philippines and in Brazil, he 
said, were the result of other na- 
tions being in control of the gov- 
ernment. Young classed the Dutch 
as probably the outstanding colo- 
nizers of the world. 


“T™xeir colonial administration 
in Manchuria was very poor,” 
said Young. ‘Manchuria is rich 
in farm opportunities and in nat- 
ural resources. If as many 
Scandinavians had _ gone into 
Manchuria at the time the Japs 
did, those Scandinavians would 
be rich men today. 


“The Jap doesn’t know how 
to handle large acreage. Give a 
“ba more than 10 acres and he’s 
ost.” 

Young was jailed in Japan be- 
cause he had. written a series of 
articles—published in Japanese 
newspapers—explaining why’ Ja- 
pan had failed to conquer China. 
It’s a penal offense in Japan to 
write an article unfavorable to 
the army. 


One of the authorities he had 
quoted in those interviews was the 
General Homma who failed to 
conquer MacArthur. Homma had 
led Japanese forces against the 
Chinese and he had admitted that 
Japan would never conquer China 
because the Japanese seemed un- 
able to understand the Chinese 
and resorted to brutality that 
would injure the attackers, in the 
minds of the world. Homma blam- 
ed the Japanese arrogance as one 
of the worst of the Army prob- 
lems. 

For his frank writing, Young 
was in solitary confinement two 
months. He was then given a six- 
month additional sentence and 
when this was served he was 
placed on three years’ probation. 

“There are more than 1,200

today,” said Young.

“The concentration will give the 
Germans more chance to move up 
and to make certain of keeping 
their gains. Hitler has said he 
will build the railroads up to the 
troops, so he must be thinking of 
this idea.” 

Sheean was confident the Rus- 
sians could withstand the thrusts 
of the Germans as well as the Jap- 
anese, if and when Japan opens 
the new theater of war in the 
north Pacific, he declared. 

When the new theater does 
open, Sheean said, the United 
States Air Force will have its 
chance to play a big part. “Our 
air forces are superior now,” 
Sheean ventured, “but they are 
scattered. Later they will have a 
chance to play their big part.” 

Red Strength Great.

Saroyan Raps Bores, Finaglers 


At M-G-M; Quits With Million 


HOLLYWOOD, May 5.—(?)— 
Novelist William Saroyan, through 
the columns of Variety, Hollywood 
trade paper, says he has “walked 
out of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, or 
was fired” after making “a neat 
profit of one million” in the three 
months he worked for the studio. 


The Pulitzer prize winner, 
signed three months ago, was as- 
sumed to be preparing to produce 
and direct his original story, “The 
Human Comedy,” for which M-G- 
M paid him $60,000. He recently 
finished a short made from one of 
his stories. 


The studio declined comment, 
but Saroyan, after a lengthy dis- 
sertation in style reminiscent of 
other of his writings, commented: 

“I left the joint also~ because 
sooner or later a man gets bored 
with bores, finaglers and jitney 
politicians. A man just naturally 
gets fed up with the baloney. He 


gets tired of witnessing the con- 
tinuous and disgraceful crying, 
trembling and shaking. In three 
months I made a neat profit of 
one million at Metro. That is 
enough for any shore-bird in the 
world, orphan or otherwise.” 

His “shore-bird” reference was 
to the rest of his article, in which 
he discussed the life of the bird— 
which lays eggs on the beach sand 
—‘“very pretty, but not commer- 
cial. Its weight is less than that 
of a newly minted dime, and by 
the dozen its worth is less than 
that of an American nickel.” 

Hé goes on to say that “every 
member of its (M-G-M’s) enor- 
mous personnel is unfamiliar with 
the life of the California shore- 
bird, and consequently mistaken 
about himself, too. Very few of 
the executives of this great insti- 
tution know, for instance, that 
they did not cost a penny and can 
never be worth any more.” 


do their part. 

“At first, you could tell no one 
that Russia had a chance; now 
people think Russia has won the 
war,” Sheean continued. “Opin- 
ions change so quickly. Yet, Ger- 
many isn’t licked yet. 

“The fact that America has 
joined the United Nations has tre- 
mendous weight as far as the av- 
erage German is concerned. The 
average German, faced with the 
idéa of fighting such a combina- 
tion of nations, believes the war 
lost. He had been led to believe 
that America would not come in.” 

As far as helping Great Britain 
on the western European front 1s 
concerned, Sheean sees no chance 
for that until the spring of 1943. 
He said the United States could 
help with planes now, but that 
other aid would not come until 
the spring of next year. 

In discussing the strategy of 
war on the world fronts—his top- 
ic last night—Sheean said the 
Japanese have what they want 
now, but no nation was going to 
allow the Japanese to stop fight- 
ing now. “They won't need any 
territory for maybe 20 
years,” he said, “but they can’t 
stop fighting. No one will let 

em.” 


Sheean, a tall, genial, soft- 
spoken man with bald _ spots 
showing up, has been in bombing 
raids since he covered the Riff 
fighting 17 years ago. 

“They were nothing like the 
blitzes in England, though,” he 
pointed out. “Neither were those 
in Spain,” he added. 

“At first in England there was 
a light-hearted feeling. People 
wandered around during raids to 
watch fire-fighting and rescue 
work. All of us newspapermen 
would go out in our tin hats, 
walking through the rain of 
shrapnel. Later it was grim; no 
one went out. They saw what 
they could from windows.

A Set of Exercises To Develop 
Correct Posture Habits 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


How long has it been since you 
stood before the mirror and looked 
yourself over— without a stitch 
on? If you will do that a couple 


of times a year, a physiotherapist 
I know says you are not as likely 
to have the aches and pains, neu- 
ritis, neuralgia and rheumatism 
that so many women have. 


Stand sideways to the mirror to 
get the full effect of poor posture 
—sagging abdomen, a spare tire, a 
cave-in at the small of the back, 
jutting hips, and rounded shoul- 
ders. Of course, you are not that 
bad. But that is what could hap- 
pen, and in not too many years. 

Begin by lining up your body 
segments. Pull up with the lower 
abdominal muscles and at the 
same time pull the hips down and 
under. If you do this correctly you 
will straighten out that sway back. 
Keep extending the uphill of the 
abdominal wall until the chest is 
lifted and the chin held Jevel with 
the line at the back. of the neck 
straight. 

You are now in position for a 
very effective exercise. Keep an 
eye on your reflection to see that 
you do it correctly. Stretch your 
arms overhead without disturbing 
the alignment of your body—chin 
level, hips under you and back 
straight—then bring both arms 
straight out in front, shoulder lev- 
el and parallel with the floor. Do 
this without hunching your shoul- 
ders. Now, keep heels on the floor 
and bend your knees. Slowly does 
it! The instant your body gets out 
of line or your heels come off the 
floor, stop! Go down as far as you 
can with your knee-bend, pause 
for a second, and make an exer- 
cise of rising to starting position. 
Finish by moving your arms up 
overhead, then separate hands and 
bring arms slowly down at sides, 

Your object in that exercise is 
to put your muscles through their 
paces while you maintain good 
posture, It is not as easy as you 


might imagine. Your muscles may 
require a lot of strengthening be- 


fore you can do it without error. 
When that time comes, you will 


also notice an improvement in 
your posture habits.
